Fate of Unemployment 


Law Hanp in Balance as Ap- 
peals Court Conreies. 


Albany, April 14—That ichoo 


teachers have the 
same right to 


discipline children as have parents 
was brought out in a case by Com 
missioner of Education 
Frank 
F 


Graves, commenting on an 
appea 


from the board of education by Car 
rie M. Hynie, of Highland township 
Orange county. 


On January 27 the schoolteacher 


struck a young pupil on her knuckles 
with a ruler to reprimand the chlk 
for failure to comply with a request 
to bring a text book to class. The 
child complained to her parents who 
caused dismissal of the teacher. 


On appeal the board of education 


reinstated Miss Hynie and 
ordered 


all back salaries paid to her. Horace 
Sadden, father of the pupil, brought 
the action. 


One amusing Incident was the re- 


quest of the girl's family to have the 
teacher return a Christmas gift the 
child had tendered her during the 
holiday, which was done. 


In his statement Commissioner 


Graves asserted, "after%the board o] 
education examined witnesses and 
after the board bad given its careful 
consideration in the case, they dis- 
missed Carrie 
Hynie. 
However, 


after examining the record, aa sub- 
mitted, I am confident that tbe 
board of education erred in its con- 
clusions. 


"As a matter of law, the teacher 


has the same power to 
punish 


child as has the parent, the limita- 
tion being that the act of 
punish- 


ment may not be immoderate in de- 
gree or unreasonable In manner

showed at least 542 persons died 
from causes related to the severely 
cold weather, 548 from tornadoes, 
gales and lightning, and 214 from 
floods. 


Tornadoes at Tupelo, Miss., and 


Gainesville, Ga., and the floods at 
Pittsburgh, Johnstown, Pa., and 
Wheeling, W. Va., took the heavi- 
est toll. 


The American Red Cross esti- 


mated that besides lives lost major 
and minor disasters Injured 4,924 
persons,

stroyed 6,583 homes and damaged 
44,629. Property damage ran In- 
to hundreds of millions of dollars. 


Only five states—Arizona, Lou-

South understood 
North to bid two hearts, a force in- 
inviting slam, and he soared prompt- 
ly to Blx no trump, the contract. 


West had vliions of a heart trick 


or two and diamond trick, but did 
not double. 
He thought the lead of, 


either a heart or a diamond would' 
be to the declarer's advantage, when 
In fact they would have been Quite 
harmful. And no West decided to get 
out of his hand, leading a spade from 
the top of nothing. East went up 
with the king, which was won' by 
South's ace 


Of a certainty, Enoch could count 


two spade tricks, two heart tricks, 
one diamond plui whatever he could 
make In clubs, ilx at the most—a 
total of eleven tricks. 
In order to 


make all the clubs It would be neces- 
sary to drop the queen or finesse 
against It. 
If the declarer could 


make a club entry In the North hand 
It might be possible to finesse against 
the spade Jack, or at any rate to 
get three heart tricks Instead of 
two. 


A club entry could be created by 


permlttlnt; an adversary to win a 
trick wltn the club queen. Possibly 
Hie adversary who won the trick 
would continue apadea. 


And BO the Blx of clubs was led 


and covered with the seven. 
East 


was pleased to win with the queen 
He returned the Jack of spades, be- 
lieving We«t had led from the queen.
